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MAIN FEATURES 


This is the first issue of this bulletin and it extends 
the range of labour force statistics available for South 


Australia, 


In August 1977 the labour force in South Australia was 
estimated to be 579 900 persons and comprised 368 500 
males and 211 400 females including 133 900 married 


females. 


Employed persons in August 1977 totalled 549 600 of whom 
350 800 were males and 198 800 were females. 


The estimated number of persons unemployed in South 
Australia was 30 400 or 5.2 per cent of the labour force. 


Of the total number unemployed 12 500 were estimated to 
be in the 15-19 years age group, an unemployment rate 
of 16.3 per cent. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


INTRODUCTION 


These estimates are derived from the population survey which is carried 
out on a sample basis throughout Australia. 


The survey is based on a multi-stage area sample of private dwellings 
(about 4 660 houses, flats, etc.) and non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, 
etc.), and covers one per cent of the population of South Australia. Information 
is obtained each quarter from the occupants of selected dwellings by carefully 
chosen and specially trained interviewers, The interviews are carried out during 
a period of four weeks, so that there are four survey weeks in each of the months 
to which the survey relates. These four survey weeks are chosen so as to fall 
within the limits of the calendar month or with minimum encroachment into the 
adjacent months. 


DEFINITIONS 


Scope 


The estimates relate to all persons aged fifteen years and over except 
members of the permanent armed forces and certain diplomatic personnel customarily 
excluded from census and estimated populations. 


Classification of the labour force 
entation of the labour force 


The labour force classification used in the surveys conforms closely 
to that recommended by the Eighth International Conference of Labour Statisticians, 
1954. The labour force category to which a person is assigned depends on his 
actual activity (i.e. whether working, looking for work, etc.) during a specified 
week, known as survey week, which is the week immediately preceding that in which 
the interview takes place. The principal categories of the labour force appearing 
in the tables in this bulletin are defined in the following paragraphs, 


The labour force comprises all persons who, during the survey week, were 
employed or unemployed as defined below. 


i ee 
Employed persons comprise all those who, during the survey week, 


(a) did any work for pay, profit, commission or payment in kind, 
in a job or business, or on a farm (including employees, 
employers and self-employed persons), or 


(b) worked fifteen hours or more without pay in a family business 
(or farm), or 


(c) had a job, business or farm, but were not at work because of 
illness, accident, leave, holiday, production hold-up because 
of bad weather, plant breakdown, etc., or because they were on 
strike, 


A person who had a job but was temporarily laid off by his employer 
for the whole week without pay is excluded, and is classified in the tables as 
unemployed. A person who did some work during the week, however, before he 
either lost his job or was laid off, is classified as employed. A person who 
held more than one job is counted only once, in the job at which he worked 
most hours during the survey week. 


Estimates of unemployed persons before February 1976 as published 
in the Australian Bureau of Statistics central office publication Catalogue 
No, 6203.0 were based on the following definition: 


"All civilians aged 15 years and over who, during the whole of 
the week prior to the interview week, did no work at all and 
either: 


. did not have a job or business and were actively looking for 
work (including those who stated that they would have done so 
if they had not (i) been temporarily ill, or (ii) believed no 
work was available, or (iii) already made definite arrangements 
to start in a new job in which they would have preferred to 
start during survey week) or 


- had a job from which they were temporarily laid off without 
pay for the whole week’. 


Unemployed persons have been re-defined and figures as published in 
this bulletin comprise all civilians aged 15 years and over who either: 


(a) during the survey week did not work and did not have a job, but 
could have taken one had it been available, and had been 
actively looking for full-time or part-time work in the four 
weeks up to and including the survey week (including persons 
who would have been prevented from taking a job in the survey 
week by their own temporary illness or injury, or by their 
having made arrangements to start after the survey week in 
a new job in which they would have preferred to start in the 
survey week) or 


(b) were waiting to be called back to a job from which they had 
been temporarily stood down without pay for four weeks or 
less (including the whole of the survey week). 


The advantage of this approach is that it removes almost all 
subjectivity from the unemployment measure, It makes no attempt to measure 
a person's ‘belief' about the non-availability of jobs. It recognises that 
not all legitimate job seeking activities can be completed within a week, 
that job seeking is not necessarily a continuous process and that some persons 
would not have looked for work during the survey week because they were 
awaiting the results of earlier actions.

Full-time workers are those who usually work 35 hours a week or more 
and others who, although usually part-time workers worked 35 hours or more 
during the survey week. Part-time workers are those who usually work less 
than 35 hours a week and who did so during the survey week. When recording 


hours of work, fractions of an hour are disregarded. 


Persons not in the labour force are those who, during the survey 
week, were not in the categories "employed" or ‘unemployed’ as defined above, 
This category therefore includes persons without a job, business or farm who 
were not actively looking for work, and who, during the survey week, were 
either keeping house (unpaid), attending an educational institution (e.g. 
school or university), retired or voluntarily inactive, permanently unable 
to work or inmates of institutions, A person who worked less than fifteen 
hours without pay in a family business during the survey week is also 
classified as not in the labour force. 


Industry Classification 

Industry is classified according to the Australian Standard 
Industrial Classification (ASIC). 
Occupation Classification 


Occupation has been classified according to the Classification and 
Classified List of Occupations, Revised June 1971. 


TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 


The estimates are derived from the quarterly population survey by 
use of a complex ratio estimation procedure, which ensures that the survey 
estimates conform to an independently estimated distribution of the population 
by age and sex, rather than to the age and sex distribution within the sample 
itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this bulletin are based on information 
obtained from occupants of a sample of dwellings, they may differ from the 
figures that would have been produced if the information had been obtained 
from occupants of all dwellings. One measure of the likely difference is 
given by the standard error, which indicates the extent to which an estimate 
might have varied by chance because only a sample of dwellings was included 
in the survey. There are about two chances in three that a sample estimate 
will differ by less than one standard error from the figure that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included in the survey, and about 
nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will be less than two 
standard errors. 


Standard errors for general application are given in the Table 
on page 5. These figures will not give a precise measure of the standard 
error of a particular estimate since they are averages based on calculations 
for a limited number of past surveys over a wide range of labour force 
characteristics. However, they will provide an indication of the magnitude 
of the standard error of any particular estimate for any particular survey. 
An example of the use of the Table is as follows: if the estimate for South 
Australia obtained from the sample is 20 000 the standard error is 1 100, 
i.e, there are about two chances in three that the true figure is within the 
range 18 900 to 21 100 and about nineteen chances in twenty that this figure 
is between 17 800 and 22 200. 


Sx 


The quarter=to~quarter change in the level of an estimate is also 
subject to sampling variability. The standard error of the change depends 
on the standard error of the level of the estimate, rather than on the change 
itself. Final estimates of the standard errors of movement have not yet been 
calculated but an indication of the magnitude of standard errors of quarter 
to quarter change for Australia is shown in Table B to the Technical Note in 
bulletin catalogue number 6203.0 of the Australian Bureau of Statistics, Canberra. 


The standard errors of estimates relating to agricultural 
employment are generally somewhat higher than the standard errors of other 
estimates of the same magnitude, Estimates for females also tend to have 
higher standard errors than estimates of equivalent size for males in 
similar employment categories. 


The reliability of an estimated percentage, computed by using 
sample data for both numerator and denominator, depends upon both the size 
of the numerator and the size of the denominator. However, the per cent 
standard error of the estimated percentage will generally be lower than the 
per cent standard error of the estimate of the numerator. The per cent 
standard errors of the numerators can be obtained from the Table. 


As the standard errors show, the smaller the estimate the higher 
is the relative standard error. Very small estimates are thus subject to 
such high standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable uses. In the tables 
in this bulletin, estimates below the levels shown in the Table have not 
been included. Although figures for these small components can in some 
cases be derived by subtraction, they should not be regarded as reliable. 


The imprecision because of sampling variability, which is measured 
by the standard error, should not be confused with inaccuracies that may 
occur because of imperfections in reporting by interviewers and respondents. 
Inaccuracies of this kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and 
they may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a full count or only a 
sample. Every effort is made to reduce the non-sampling error to a minimum 
by careful design of questionnaires, intensive training and supervision of 
interviewers and efficient operating procedures.

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COMPARISON BETWEEN LABOUR FORCE SURVEY SERIES AND OTHER EMPLOYMENT SERIES 


The Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) also produces a series of 
employment statistics relating to wage and salary earners. The benchmarks for 
this series are derived from the population census and other special returns, 
and estimates for subsequent periods are obtained from three main sources 
(a) payroll tax returns; (b) returns from government bodies and (c) other 
returns of employment (e.g. hospitals); the balance, i.e. unrecorded private 
employment, is estimated. 


These figures relate only to civilian wage and salary earners, not 
the total labour force: excluded are employers, self-employed persons, unpaid 
helpers, the unemployed, wage and salary earners in agriculture, staff employed 
in private households and defence forces. The Commonwealth Employment Service 
(CES) produces a series of the number of registered unemployed. The ABS Labour 
Force Survey sample estimates of unemployed will differ from the CES registered 
unemployed because the Survey: 


(a) includes persons looking for part-time work as well as those 
looking for full-time work, 


(b) includes some unemployed persons (particularly females) who 
do not register with the CES, 


(c) excludes persons who did any work at all during the survey 
week even though subsequently they may have become unemployed 
and registered with the CES or have done so little work as 
not to lose eligibility for unemployment benefit, 


(d) excludes any persons registered as unemployed who find jobs 
but do not notify the CES at once that they had done SO, 


(e) represents averages over a period whereas the numbers 
registered with the CES refer to a particular day near 
the end of the month, and 


(£) is subject to sampling variability.
